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United States Air Force Academy 


Announcement of the Report of the Board of 
Visitors. November 10, 1972 


The President has received the April 1972 Report of 
the Board of Visitors to the United States Air Force Acad- 
emy. The Board, which met at Colorado Springs, Colo., 
on April 20-23, 1972, is required by law to meet annually 
to inquire into the state of morale and discipline, the cur- 
riculum, instruction, physical equipment, financial affairs, 
academic methods and other matters relating to the Acad- 
emy which the Board decides to consider and report its 
findings to the President. 

The Board consists of six Presidential appointees, three 
Vice Presidential appointees, four appointed by the 
Speaker of the House and a member designated by the 
Chairman of the Armed Services Committee from each 
Congressional body. 

The Board reached the following conclusions: 

1. The Cadet Honor Code is a viable working part of 
cadet life and the Board endorses the manner in which it 
is being administered. 

2. The Board is pleased to note that discussions on 
honor systems between cadets and midshipmen of the 
various Service Academies have taken place in the past 
and are planned to continue in the future. 

3. The Board is pleased to note the outstanding aca- 
demic accomplishments of the Class of 1972 and con- 
gratulates the cadets and the Academy faculty for the 
academic excellence these achievements represent. 

4. Brig. Gen. William T. Woodyard, Academy Dean 
of Faculty, has consistently demonstrated strength of lead- 
ership in maintaining an academic program which is of 
proven excellence and consistent with the overall mission 
of the Academy and he is singled out for special recogni- 
tion by the Board. 

5. The Board is encouraged to note that the number 
of applicants for the Academy is increasing, not decreas- 


ing. 
6. The Academy is being capably and effectively ad- 
ministered by the Superintendent, Lt. Gen. Albert P. 


Clark, and his key staff members, Brig. Gen. William T. 
Woodyard, Dean of Faculty, Brig. Gen. Walter T. Galli- 
gan, Commandant of Cadets, and Col. Francis E. Mer- 
ritt, Director of Athletics. The Board is of the opinion 
that these officers provide the excellence of leadership 
needed to accomplish the Academy’s mission. 

The Board made the following recommendations and 
took the following positions: 

1. That permanent recognition be given to the late Gen. 
Emmett O’Donnell, Jr.’s service on the Board of Visitors, 
by acknowledging its value to the Academy, the Air Force, 
and the entire Nation by naming the Academy airstrip or 
a suitable permanent building at the Academy in his 
honor. 

2. That caution be exercised against Honor Code pro- 
cedures which can result in arriving at judgments before 
the facts are heard and that the Cadet Wing continue to 
be watchful to insure that the individual rights of cadets 
undergoing investigation under the Honor Code be scru- 
pulously protected. 

3. That the Academy be encouraged to take steps to 
publicize the positive features of the role of the Honor 
Code in the daily activities of the Cadets. 

4. That the legislative proposal, S. 3188 and H.R. 
14534, which would give an additional $250 per month 
to permanent professors upon completion of 31 years of 
service, is endorsed. 

5. That the Air Force review the needs for Section 
9334(b), Title 10, U.S.C., which limits the exercising 
of command to the academic department of the Academy 
for permanent professors and the registrar, and submit a 
request for legislation if it is concluded that there is suffi- 
cient justification to do so, 

6. That the construction program (estimated cost of 
$2.4 million) proposed by the Academy to provide addi- 
tional storage facilities and adequate runways at the Acad- 
emy airstrip is again endorsed and that its early approval 
and completion be urged. 

7. That continued and perhaps increased effort will be 
necessary to maintain a desirable candidate level. 

8. That the Academy Registrar deveiop a model of sug- 
gested procedures and deadline dates to be sent to all Con- 
gressional offices for their guidance in their selection and 
submission of nominees. This model should be sent as soon 
as possible and updated on an annual basis for each nom- 
ination cycle. 
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9. That the Air Force be prepared to comply if the 
amendment to the Constitution to provide equal rights for 
women is ratified and that planning for the admission of 
women be based on the premise that existing admission 
and graduation standards be maintained. 

10. That additional corrective action be initiated to rec- 
tify the problem of inadequate lighting in the old cadet 
dormitory, Vandenberg Hall, and endorses the expendi- 
ture of an estimated cost of $250,000 to raise the level of 
lighting to the standards of the new dormitory.

Representative Frank T. Bow 


Statement by the President on the Congressman’s 
Death. November 13, 1972 


I have been deeply saddened to learn of the death of 
Representative Frank Bow of Ohio. In over 20 years of 
outstanding service in the Congress, Frank Bow earned 
respect as a man of energy, principle, and dedication. As 
ranking minority Member of the House Appropriations 
Committee, he was a strong voice for fiscal responsibility, 
repeatedly taking his stand against excessive Government 
spending. 

I hardly need to add that as President, I found in Frank 
Bow a staunch friend and supporter—a man whose 
loyalty never wavered and whose commitment was always 
total. His loss will be felt by his colleagues in the Congress, 
and by all Americans who value the example of a life well 
spent in the public service. Mrs. Nixon and I extend our 
heartfelt condolences to Frank Bow’s family and many 
friends.

“Zero-In On Federal Safety” 


The President’s Memorandum for Heads of Federal 
Departments and Agencies. November 15, 1972 


In 1971, I initiated the “Zero-In On Federal Safety” 
Program to replace “Mission Safety 70.” The value of 
the “Zero-In” program was clearly demonstrated during 
that year when the frequency rate of disabling injuries 
dropped by nine percent over 1970. The 1971 rate of 6.0 
disabling injuries per million man-hours worked is in fact 
the lowest ever achieved in the Federal Government. 

This downward trend must be continued. 

In an effort to obtain greater benefits from this pro- 
gram and to carry out our responsibility under the Occu- 
pational Safety and Health Act of 1970, I am extending 
the program of “Zero-In On Federal Safety” through 
December, 1973. In addition, we must develop a con- 
certed effort to reduce occupational health hazards which 
may be present in Government workplaces. 

Each agency is hereby directed to establish means to 
meet these objectives. The Secretary of Labor will outline 
a suggested program for all agencies to follow. Specific 
guidelines and materials will be provided through the Oc- 
cupational Safety and Health Administration of the De- 
partment of Labor. 

It is my sincere hope that you will continue to give 
your fullest support to the “Zero-In On Federal Safety” 
program during 1973. Through its effective implementa- 
tion, the Federal Government—as the Nation’s largest 
employer—will set an example for all.

Proclamation 4170. November 17, 1972 


By the President of the United States of America 
a Proclamation 

When the first settlers gathered to offer their thanks to 
the God who had protected them on the edge of a wilder- 
ness, they established anew on American shores a thanks- 
giving tradition as old as Western man himself. 

From Moses at the Red Sea to Jesus preparing to feed 
the multitudes, the Scriptures summon us to words and 
deeds of gratitude, even before divine blessings are fully 
perceived. From Washington kneeling at Valley Forge to 
the prayer of an astronaut circling the moon, our own his- 
tory repeats that summons and proves its practicality. 
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Today, in an age of too much fashionable despair, the 
world more than ever needs to hear America’s perennial 
harvest message: “Take heart! Give thanks! To see 
clearly about us is to rejoice; and to rejoice is to worship 
the Father; and to worship Him is to receive more bless- 
ings still.” 

At this Thanksgiving time our country can look back 
with special gratitude across the events of a year which 
has brought more progress toward lasting peace than 
any other year for a generation past; and we can look 
forward with trust in Divine Providence toward the op- 
portunities which peace will bring. 

Truly our cup runs over with the bounty of God— 
our lives, our liberties, and our loved ones; our worldly 
goods and our spiritual heritage; the beauty of our land, 
the breadth of our horizons, and the promise of peace 
that crowns it all. For all of this, let us now humbly give 
thanks. 

Now, TuHererore, I, RicHarp Nixon, President of 
the United States of America, in consonance with Sec- 
tion 6103 of Title 5 of the United States Code designating 
the fourth Thursday of November in each year as Thanks- 
giving Day, do hereby proclaim Thursday, November 23, 
1972, as a day of national thanksgiving. I call upon all 
Americans to assemble in homes and places of worship 
on this day, to join in offering gratitude for the count- 
less blessings our people enjoy, and to embrace the elderly 
and less fortunate as special celebrants in the day’s events, 
loving them as we have been loved. 

In Wirrness Wuereor, I have hereunto set my hand 
this seventeenth day of November, in the year of our Lord 
nineteen hundred seventy-two, and of the Independence 
of the United States of America the one hundred ninety- 
seventh.

Proclamation 4171. November 17, 1972 


By the President of the United States of America 
a Proclamation 

The breadwinners of our national family—those whose 
hard work helps to provide the rest of us with food to eat 
and clothes to wear—are America’s nearly 3 million 
farmers. 

American agriculture leads our own economy and the 
world in productivity. The bounty of our farms is an 
indispensabie element in the steadily rising standard of liv- 
ing for our cities—indeed for every American community 
large or small. This is the strong bond of interdependence 
and mutual benefit which links farm people to city people 


throughout this country, and to peoples in other countries 
all over the globe, wherever the agricultural exports of our 
heartland alleviate hunger and so promote the cause of 
peace. 

National Farm-City Week is an occasion for wider rec- 
ognition of this interdependence and for new efforts to 
increase cooperation between farm and city people. It is 
a time for renewal of our commitment to balanced na- 
tional growth and to assuring the farmer of a fair share 
in the national prosperity to which he contributes so much. 

Now, TuHererore, I, RicHarp Nixon, President of 
the United States of America, do hereby designate the 
week of November 17 through November 23, 1972, as 
National Farm-City Week. I encourage all citizens, es- 
pecially leaders of agricultural organizations, business 
groups, labor unions, youth and women’s clubs, schools, 
and other interested groups, to participate in this observ- 
ance. I urge the Department of Agriculture, land-grant 
educational institutions, and all appropriate organizations 
and Government officials to mark the significance of Na- 
tional Farm-City Week with special events and activities.

Haig, Jr., Deputy Assistant to the President for National 
Security Affairs, and William H. Sullivan, Deputy Assist- 
ant Secretary of State for East Asian and Pacific Affairs.
